This was the “compensator” ballooa—a 
small reseryoir balloon placed beneath the 
mouth of the main balloon to receive the 
gas which escapes by expansion in high 
altitudes, and which in ordinary balloons 
is lost, Itwas during his stay in Paris 
with Nadar that Chevalier engaged in the 
greatest ballooning feat in history, the 


yoyage of the famous balloon “ Le Geant.” 


Tho remarkable incidents of the ascoat | 


of “ Le Geant.” which took place in Paris 
in 1864, are doubtless freshin the memory 
of many of our readers. It was 195 feet 
in height, held 650,000 cubic feet of gas, 
and was of such tremendous power that 
previously to the final start it tookup 54 
soldiers of the National Guard, or as many 
as could be packed into the car and its 
rigging. 

“Le Geanv’ left Paris at 5 m. 
on the 16th of September. The same 
night, at 10 o'clock, its electric lights at- 
tracted the attention of the guardon a 
boundary post between Holand aud Ger- 
many, who informed the balloonists that 
they were 700 miles from home. They then 
ascended again and during the night Che- 
valier had the proud pleausure of seeing

The seal is 
well filled, as it should be in a Gothic 
design, but it is not crowded; the oroa- 
ments are all very pure in style, and the 
whole is in the most perfect keeping. The 
executions is not less rmarkable: the relief 
is extremely high in parts (although it does 
not at first appear to be so, owing to the 
breadth of the composition), but, in spite 
of this difficulty, the truth, sbarpness, and 
finish of every part have been preserved as 
well as they could possibly be on « medal, 
oreyen ons coin. The smaller seals for 
the Provinces are engraved on one general 
design, The crown surmounts a central 
shield bearing the Royal Arms, below 
which is a smaller shield, bearing the aras 
of the particular Province--New Brans- 
wick, Ontario, Quebec, or Nova Scotia. 
The Royal motte on s flowiug riband fills 
up the space at the sides; a border adapted 
tothe outhne of the design runs outside 
this, and touches the circular border of the 
seal, containing the legend. These seals 
are no leas remarkable for carefelness of ex-

How to Raise Turnips 


There are several difficulties in the way 


judicious management in many respects, | 
4nd noxious weeds, All these things taken | 
together effectually prevent a great many 
of the tillers of the soil from raising a fair 
crop of turnips. With skilful manage- | 
ment, from five to eight hundred bushels | 
of good turnips may be raised per acro at 
anexpense of a few dollars, But wrong 
management, which has encouraged a lux 
uriant growth of noxious weeds rather than | 
turnips, has exerted such a disheartening 
{nfluence, that the experiment of raising 
field turnips bas often been ubandoned be- 
fore @ fair trial bas been given. Although | 
mellow aud clean ground is desirable, still 
afarmer is often required to cultivate a 
heavy wndcloddy soil, which is tull of seeds | 
of noxious weeds, Now, unless the map- 
agement is judicious, the expense of raising | 
only @ light crop of turnips on such land 
will exceed the value of all the products | 
as weeding, weeding, WEEDING, will be re 
quired fortwo or three months. And even 
then balt the turnips will not be larger than | 
@ man’s Wrist. Whereas, bad the manage- | 
ment «luring the former part of the growing | 
season been in accordance with the require 
ments of acrop of turnips, the product | 
would Lave been twice us large, with half | 
the manual labor. 


Let us notice the principal detuils in | 
raising » fuir crop of turnips on heavy | 
land, with a3 little manual labor as prac- 
ticable, Tn the tirst place, we must always 
watch the state of the coil us to dryness, 
and plough it whenit is neither tou wet 
nor woo dry to pulverize as thoroughly as if 
every foot of ithad been spaded.

iry was crained of its young men, They 
Siled manutacturing villayes ; they sought 
the town; they ruslied to the open flelus of 
the West,the subny clime of the Southiand 
the unwrought soll of the Pucific coast.

‘The correspondent of an Raglish news 
paper gives the following account of 4 
ride over the Mont Cenis Railway 

The route is over the Paris aud Lyons 
Railway from Paris to. Macon, 275 miles 
directly south.

A writer, who says his cow gives all the 
till that is wanted iu 4 fumily of eight per. 
eons, aud from which were made two huo- 
dred and sixty pounds of butter this year, 
gives the following as his treatment. He 
says; “If you desire to get a large yield of 
‘ich mitk, give your cow, three times a day 
water alightly warm, slightly salted, in 
which bran has been stirred at the rate of 
One quart to two gallons of water, You | 
will find, if-you have not tried this daily 
practice, that your cow will give twenty- 
tive per cent, more milk immediately under 
the effect of it; and she will’ become so 
attached to the diet us to refuse to drink 
clean water, unless very thirsty; but this 
mess she will drink almost any time and 
‘ask for more.’ The amount of this drink 
uecessary is an ordinary water peil full 
each time, morning, noon und night. Four 
hundred pounds of butter are Oitet obtain - 
ed from go: d stock, and instances are men- 
tioned where the yield was even atu higher 
Rgure.—Mass, Ploughman.

‘A useful cement for closing up cracks in | 
stove-plates, stoye-doors, etc., is prepared | 
by mixing fluely pulverized iron, such as | 
can be secured at the druggists, with liquid | 
Water-glass toa thick paste, dud then coat | 
ing the cracks with it. The hotter the fire | 
then beocmes, the more does the cement | 
melt and combine with its mental ingre 
dients, and more completely will the crack 
become closed. 

A correspondent gives the Country Gen- 
tleman the following receipt: Take a good 
flavored pumpkin, cut it. up fine, and stew 
it up with a little water until it becomes 
very rich aud consisteot; mix rather less 
white corn meal, with sufticient sweet milk | 
to make a cousistent dough; make it up 
in dodgers three fourth of an inch thick,and 
bake itina het oven, Eaten with good 
butter and milk, nothing is more palatable, 
I vever knew any one that did not relish 
it.

Now for the cooking ; Don’t put it in a 
crust, but in « clean oven; stir a few times 
ut the start, to prevent sticking, and bake 
votil surely done. 


To make an excellent pudding: Take 
three tablespoontuls of tapioca soaked in 
cold water till itis swelled enough, then 
add one quartof milk and put it in a 
double kettle, or in a pitcher, aud set into 
boiling water, and when the tapioca is sut- 
Sclently tender,add the yolk of three eggs, 
«small teacup of sugar, # little galt; stir 
this into the boiling milk, season with 
Vanills, then pour balf ina dish, add the 
whites of the eggs beaten to a froth, then 
pour the remainder on the top. You can 
make it in the morning, as it is to be eaten 
cold, and is very nice.

The fact that iron ships, especially steam 
ers, are not uncommon, is patent to every 
observer, but probably few outside of the 
shipping would have ever realized the ex 
tent to which they have crowded out wood 
en ships. In Great Britain especially is this 
the case, A either for 
ocean or river service, is never thought of

Conditions of soil and weathor that are 
favorable to the growth of crop 
favorable to the growth of weeds, and un 
less special und constant pains ure taken to 
eradicate the weeds, they will overtop aod 
eboke the crop. Such seems to be the order 
of Providence. The virtues and vices 6pring 
up and grow together, and unless special 
culture is'directed to the suppression of the 
latter, the former will yield but little ifany 
fruit. 

As in moral so in physical culture, & 
portion of the time and atrength of the cul 
tivator must be employed in removing that 
which would injure the growth of the yalu 
able or ornamental products which he is 
striving todevelop.

Tf apportion of the farm is devoted to | 
market gardening or early fruits, these | 
must be-attended to.in this season or they | 
will be lost. We know’a man who bad a 
field of early potatoes, which made a fina 
show in June, and. promised a fine crop, 
but the dry weather.of. tha heatad tarm | 
checked the growth of the tubers, and ut 
the same time ripened up his strawberries 
so rapidly that they required all the force 
he could raise. By the time «the straw- 
‘berriea were picked the weeds fairly over- 
topped the potatoes, and now what should 
be done# If he undertood to. gather up 
the tares he would pull up the wheat with 
them. If le let them both grow together 
till the harvest, be would have « small 
crop of potatoes and a.large crop of weed 
seed for nextyyedr. Sovhe just put in the 
plough and turned under both weeds and | 
potatoes,and sowed turnips: Perhaps it 
was ratheriud expensive green crop with | 
which to enfich his soil ; but almost any- 
thing is better than u crop of weeds. 


During the latter parrot July.and August, 
the moist, sultry weather which we usually 
have, greatly favors the growth of weeds, | 
and the corn and potatoes aro then so large 
that We cannot work among them without | 
injuring the plapta, Our method of. plant- 

ing is predicated on the idea: the the 
ground js free from Weeds, add that the 
plants should be placed as near as.they will 
grow without interfering “with each other, 
Bat in rich land and in «ld land the weeds 
Were sure to come-in @ mojat season.. Now 
would it-not be better oa such soll to plant 
the rows at least one foor wider Spart than 
we usually dot» This; would enable us to 
work among them’ two weeks longer, and 
Without injuring the plants; and should | 
we not be Jess reluctant to give our fields 
the benefit.of another cultivation than we 
now are ¥ and should we not generally on 
rich, weedy land get quite as much to the 
acre as we do now?’ With the improved 
machinery. we now bave, we can get our 
hay in in balf the time it formerly took 
us; and this, with commencing earlier, will 
give us opportunity to:put in| the plough 
and hoe again after buying, and leave our 
fields clean at harvest time. We :nust 
give up the old maximsand practice which 
have been handed down as an heir loom, 
snd adapt our methods to the circumstances 
in which we live

We should as soon grow @ corm crop Iu & 
forest as expect 4 good strawberry crop 
without the use of manure. Weare aware 
that many believe in letting the blackberry 
find its nourishment where it can, and it is 
pretty generally kudwn that it will thrive 
well on soils where no other fruit can grow, 
but this does nox alter the fuct that judici- 
ous fertilization on aby soil whatever returns 
back to the giver abundaut crops of Jruit 
over and overagaio.. The oditor has tre~ 
quently noticed the shabby treatment of 
Strawberry patches bere and there through- 
out the country, ind has watched the pro~ 
gresa ot some of them from the time of 
planting until fruiting. 

To nearly evety case where manuring or 
cultivation was neglected the crop of fruit 
was small and the price realized very low. 
While, on the other Hand, wherever the 
fruit-grounds were well manured aud cul- 
tivated the berries were larger, sweeter, 
better picked, und brought a better price 
in market. Hence, we say, it pays betto=
